NEW  WESTMINSTER  BY-LAWS. 


“ 1 la.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  ( louncil  to  order  the 
removal  of  any  erection,  structure  or  thing  encroaching 
on  any  street,  way  or  public  place  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  and 
if  any  such  erection,  structure  or  thing  be  not  re- 
moved within  a reasonable  time  by  the  person  whose 
duty  it  is  to  remove  the  same,  then  the  Council  may 
proceed  to  remove  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such 
person,  and  the  expenses  so  incurred  may  be  recovered 
in  like  manner  as  any  penalty  for  breach  of  tlds  By- 
law', together  with  costs.” 

6.  The  following  section  shall  be  added  to  the  said 
By-law  as  seetiou  18a: 

“ 18a.  No  person  shall  fasten  the  wheel  or  wheels  of 
any  vehicle  with  a chain  or  otherwise  while  such  vehicle 
is  being  drawn  through  or  over  any  public  street,  way, 
square  or  place  within  the  city  ; nor  shall  it  be  lawful 
to  place  any  ‘ shoe  ’ or  other  device  under  or  upon  any 
such  wheel  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  revolving  while  any 
(such  vehicle  is  in  motion;  but  nothing  in  this  By-law 
(shall  prevent  the  use  of  proper  breaks  on  any  vehicle.” 

7.  The  following  section  shall  be  added  to  the  said 
By  law  as  section  1 Hl> : — 

“ 18ft.  Whenever  the  roadway  on  any  street  is  so 
made  as  to  leave  a space  within  the  limits  of  such  street 
upon  which  it  is  intended  to  grow  grass,  or  shade  trees, 
or  shrubs,  such  space  shall  be  closed  against  traffic, 
and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  ride  or  drive 
(any  animal  or  vehicle  upon  such  space,  and  if  any  post 
jor  chain  shall  he  placed  on  or  about  such  space  by  or 
under  direction  of  the  Council,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  to  remove  or  injure  any  such  chain  or 
post;  provided  that  any  person  owning  or  occupy- 
ing any  premises  on  any  such  street  shall  have  a right 
to  enter  such  premises  through  such  space  opposite  the 
ordinary  entrance  to  such  premises.”

A Hi) -law  to  o lit  end  the  ” Streets  unit  S i (ten'll  l ks 
Hy-lnve,  1X80.” 


Ill  HE  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
JL  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Section  9 of  the  “ Streets  and  Sidewalks  By-law, 
1889,”  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words  “and 
gutter”  after  the  word  “sidewalk”  in  the  fourth  line 
of  said  section. 

2.  Section  17  of  the  said  By-law  is  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  words: — “and  shall  also 
protect  the  sidewalk  opposite  such  entrance  by  cover- 
ing the  same  with  plank  one  inch  thick,  laid  lengthwise 
in  a direction  parallel  with  the  street,  and  such  plank 
shall  be  bevelled  at  the  ends  so  as  to  prevent  obstruct- 
ion to  traffic,  and  shall  be  properly  fastened,  and  shall 
be  kept  in  repair  by  the  person  who  owns  or  occupies 
the  premises  abutting  thereon.  ” 

3.  Section  18  of  the  said  By-law  is  amended  by  in- 
serting the  words  “or  across  ” after  the  word  “along,” 
and  the  words  “drain  or  gutter  ” after  the  word  “side- 
walk ” in  the  fifth  line  thereof. 

4.  Section  24  of  the  said  By-law  is  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words  “ and 
amending  Acts.” 

5.  The  following  section  shall  be  added  to  the  said 
By-law  as  Section  11a: 


COLUMBIA  STREET  CONSTRUCTION  BY-LAW. 

A Hy-Jjaw  to  authorize  the  construction  of 
Vo  la  in  h i a Street . 

I . : 

THE  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  of  the  said  City 
to  open  out  Columbia  Street  to  the  full  extent  and 
(width  of  the  same  throughout. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Council,  or  such 
number  of  the  members  thereof  as  the  said  Council  may 
determine  or  direct,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  do  all  such  acts  as  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  opening  out  the  said 
street  as  aforesaid  and  putting  the  same  in  a thorough 
state  of  repair. 

3.  The  said  work  shall  be  carried  out  according  to 
such  plans  and  specifications  as  have  been  approved  of 
by  the  said  Council,  without  prejudice  to  any  changes 
or  additions  thereto  which  may  hereafter  be  found 
expedient  and  determined  upon. 

4.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Columbia 
Street  Construction  By-law,  1890.”
